Churchill's Conservative govern- 
ment is using Britain's financial 
crisis as an excuse to destroy s0- 
cialized medicine. 

In what many politicians re- 
gard as his all-out bid to seize 
control of the Labor party from 
former Prime Minister Attlee, the 
fiery left-winger attacked a gov- 
ernment bill which calls for sharp 
cuts in “free” parts of Britain’s 
tax-supported medical setup. 


The Laborites want to try to 
unseat the Churchill government 
on the health scheme issue, and 
Bevan'’s left-wing followers are 
booming him as prime ministerial 
timber. 

Passage of the bill, Bevan told 
the House of Commons, would 
“mean the free health service is 
dead.” 

Churchill said, however, his 
government is attempting to 
“avert bankruptcy and to pave 
| the way to rapid recovery.” He 
'made the statement in a letter 
| written in behalf of a Tory can- 

idate in @ by-election. 

The Prime Minister called for 
the support of all parties and the 
_entire nation in the drive to steer 
‘the country “out of the economic 
| whirlpool in which it has been 
‘helplessly drifting.” 


The bill cutting the health 
serviée comes up next week. The 


Conservatives, with a majority of 
14, are expected to push the bill 


through. 

Attlee himself earlier assailed 
the bill, but political observers 
feel that Bevan stole the show 
with his more vitriolic attack. 

Bevan, former Welsh coal 
miner, was a principal planner of 
the health scheme adopted when 
the Labor government came to 
power after the war. He broke 
with the leaders of his own party 
last year when the Labor govern- 
ment decided it had to charge 
Britons for half the price of false 
teeth and spectacles — formerly 
provided without charge. 

The new legislation would 
charge £1 ($2.80) for all dental 
treatment deemed necessary by 
the dentist on his first inspection, 
even though the treatment may 
call for several visits. There would 
also be a charge of a shilling (14 
cents), for each prescription. Pa- 
tients would have to pay half the 
cost of such things as wigs, hear- 
ing aids, surgical boots and elas- 
tic stockings. 

Trade union leaders called last 
night for mass protest demonstra- 
tions against the legislation.

. Fifth Air Force said it lost 14 
| warplanes in the week ended Fri- 
| day—two below the seven-day 
record. Thirteen were destroyed 
by improved Red ground fire. The 
fourteenth, a Sabre jet, erashed 
after a mechanical failure, 

During the same Wéek, Allied 
jet fighters destroyed one MIG 
and damaged two.

GIRL, 10, SAVES SELF 
AFTER BEING SWEPT 
100 YARDS UNDER ICE 


BELOIT, Wis., Feb. 2 (UP)—A 
10-year-old girl escaped from 
under an eight-inch shelf of 
ice covering Turtle creek after 
she was swept 100 yards down- 
stream. Her 9-year-old compan- 
ion drowned, 

Bridget Ann Walsh and Judy 
Carter were playing on the ice 
near the farm owned by Bridg- 
et’s parents when both girls 
slipped and plunged through the 
ice yesterday. 

Judy disappeared immediately. 
Bridget stayed near the surface. 
She pawed desperately at the 
underside of the ice above her 
as she was swept downstream. 

The current carried her 100 
yards until her hand shot up 
through a hole in the ice and 
she pulled herself out.

Malik said the United States 
by making “absurd demands” was 
dragging out the truce talks be- 
cause “the United States Govern- 
ment is afraid of peace.” He said 
it was the U.N, Assembly’s duty 
to take a hand. 

Malik accused the United States 
of using poison gas in Korea. He 
cited a dispatch from the Central 
Telegraph Agency of Korea, 
dated Jan. 31, which said Ameri- 
can planes sprayed a village with 
bullets that exploded, loosing a 
toxic gas. 

Malik said those who smelled 
the smoke were poisoned, and 
they suffered from _ respiratory 
ailments, nose bleeds and other 
symptoms of poison gas. 

A spokesman for the American 
delegation denied the charge. 

Kuzma V. Kisselev of White 
Russia hurled more charges of 
American atrocities in Korea. He 
declared the United States had 
“killed or tortured to death” 17,- 
000 Communist prisoners in the 
last 12 months. 

United States Delegate Ernest 
A. Gross told the members that 
“the United States is disturbed 
by the slow course of the armi- 
stice negotiations.” 

“Precisely because we are anx- 
ious to go forward, we desire to 
avoid premature political discus- 
sions which could postpone or 
complicate the conclusion of an 
armistice,” he said. “It is the 
armistice which will open the way 
to constructive consideration of 
political issues.” : 

Another Setback for Russia. 

Elsewhere in the U. N., the 
General Assembly turned down a 
Soviet bloc demand for the re- 
turn of Iron Curtain refugees in 
western Europe who don’t want 
to go back. 

Before and after the vote on a 
White Russian resolution, which 
charged the United States was 
recruiting displaced persons in 
Europe for armed action against 
Cominform cotntries, Soviet bloc 
speakers denounced the U.N. ref- 
ugee aid program, the North At- 
lantic Treaty and the United 
States Mutual Security Act.

The passengers, nine of them 
foreigners, handed the pilot over 
to police after the landing. The 
spokesman said his pilot’s license 
Was suspended. 

He said the flyer, a hefty Aus- 
tralian, was enticed from the 
plane’s control cabin on _ the 
promise of “another drink” after 
he permitted the plane to fall 
practically uncontrolled from 
10,000 to 4000 feet. 


NORMAL WEATHER 
PREDICTED IN THIS 
AREA IN FEBRUARY 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (UP)— 
The Weather Bureau’s long-range 
forecast indicates colder than nor- 
mal temperatures over the East- 
ern half of the nation in Febru- 
ary, especially in the Ohio valley 
and the Southeast. 

Above normal temperatures are 
expected west of the Continental 
Divide. Averages near normal 
are indicated in a belt extending 
southward from the Dakotas to 
Texas. 

Precipitation, some of it snow, 
is expected to exceed normal in 
the East Gulf states and along 
the Atlantic seaboard. Subnormal 
amounts are indicated in the lake 
region, northern plains and over 
the Southwest. Elsewhere about 
normal amounts are in prospect. 


BRITAIN TO RESTRICT WHISKY 
EXPORT 10 PROTECT SCOTCH 


LONDON, Feb. 2 (AP)—After 
Monday the British Board of 
Trade will bar export of whisky 
less than three years old, without 
a special license, “to protect the 
good name of scotch.” 

The order has drawn cries of 
protest from several small distil- 
lers who say they have been ex- 
porting “young” whisky just as 
good as the old stuff aged by big

Dowd Says There Is Doubt 
Whether Panel Can 
Function Till Succes- 
sor Is Named. 


Activities of the February term 
circuit court grand jury, sched- 
uled to be impaneled Monday, 
will be at a standstill because of 
a legal question arising as re- 
sult of the death of Circuit At- 
torney James W. Griffin, it was 
learned today. 


First Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Edward L. Dowd told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter there is some 
doubt whether the grand jury, 
which acts under the direction of 
the circuit attorney’s office, can 
function until Griffin's successor 
is named by the Governor. 

As a result, Dowd has canceled 
the scheduled appearance of 
George C. Smith, St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce president, 
who was to go before the grand 
jury Tuesday to explain his re- 
cent statements concerning al- 
leged racketeering in the damage 
suits in St. Louis. 

“The grand jury will be impan- 
eled Monday and probably will 
have its first session Tuesday but 
what we'll be able to do is a legal 
question to be clarified,” Dowd 
said. 

“The law indicates assistant 
circuit attorneys act only under 
the order of the circuit attorney. 
Since Mr. Griffin is dead, the 
question arises whether the assist- 
ants in our office can continue 
with their normal duties. 

“In regard to the grand jury, 
we want to be certa™ before 
going ahead that whatever tes- 
timony it receives will be on a 
sound legal basis.” 

Dowd said Gov. Forrest Smith, 
who will name Griffin’s interim 
successor, has been notified offi- 
cially of the circuit attorney's 
death. 

In the meantime, Dowd said, 
the circuit aftorney’s office will 
issue only temporary warrants in 
criminal cases, directing that the

The Board of Education has let 
contracts for the construction of 
the Busch school and is about to 
let contracts for the construction 
of the Nottingham school in 
Southwest St. Louis. Both schools 
are to be of the so-called Stran- 
steel type of construction. 

This type of construction in 
school buildings with more than 
10,000 square feet of floor area 
would be prohibited by the ordi- 
mance enacted yesterday. 

Rules Changed Last Spring. 

The provision of the building 
code requiring heavy masonry 
construction for school buildings 
was removed by the Board of Al- 
dermen last spring at the request 
of V. Harry Rhodes, the school 
board’s building commissioner, 
who said the proposed new con- 
struction was equally safe. Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst vetoed the meas- 
ure and criticized it as creating a 
hazardous condition, but the al- 
dermen overrode his veto. 

Yesterday's action was taken by 
the Aldermen after representa- 
tives of the Bricklayers’ Union 
objected to the new type of con- 
struction. 

Rhodes said today that he 
didn’t know what effect the re- 
enactment of previous restric- 
tions would have on the construc- 
tion of either the Busch or the 
Nottingham school, both of which 
are to be one-story structures. An 
interpretation of the present legal 
situation would have to be ob- 
tained first, he said. 

Some construction work on the 
Busch school is already under 
way. Bids on the Nottingham 
school construction will be 
opened next Wednesday and con- 
tracts were scheduled to be}. 
awarded on Feb. 12. 

Mayor Expected to Sign. 

The restrictions re-enacted yes- 
terday will not become effective 
until the measure is signed by the 
Mayor. Since he vetoed the lift- 
ing of the restrictions last spring, 
it is expected that he will sign 
the new measure immediately. 

Rhodes said that there would 

be no effect from the bill on 
other phases of the school board’s 
immediate construction program. 
Other buildings planned for the 
immediate future are in more 
densely populated areas where 
land costs would require the con- 
struction of multi-storied build- 
ings of heavier construction, 
~ He challenged statements that 
the proposed light steel construc- 
tion was not as safe as the 
heavier construction, and pointed 
out that the school board had 
received reports from engineering 
schools and testing laboratories 
attesting to the safety of the pro- 
posed construction.

What is a 95-wing air force? The term means 


little to the layman, but becomes more under- 
standable when translated into terms of the total 
number of planes involved. 

If a 95-wing air force has proportionately as 
many planes in it as the 269-wing air force of 
1944, then a 95-wing air force will number 26,000 
planes. Or, if a 95-wing air force has proportion- 
ately as many planes as the 48-wing organization 
which existed before the present expansion, the 
95-wing force will number 23,000 planes. 


To this must be added the strength of the 
Navy air arm. According to a recent New York 
Times dispatch from Washington, the Navy’s 
current air goal is 8000 planes. Thus total air 
power of some 30,000 planes or more appears to 
be the objective of the military program which 
Congress approved when it passed the defense 
appropriations for the current year last October. 


And what of Soviet Russia? Charles E. Wilson, 
director of Defense Mobilization, declared in his 
latest report that the Soviet Air Force “has 
more than 20,000 aircraft, many of them jets 
of excellent quality.” This figure was confirmed 
by a recent article in The Economist of London, 
which quoted “official estimates from Whitehall 
and Washington” as placing Soviet air strength 
at 14,000 in 1947 and 20,000 at the end of 1951. 
To this must be added whatever Russia can 
produce during the period of our own buildup. 


Russia’s current rate of plane production is 
reported to be bigger-than ours. But the proper 
comparison must take into account the produc- 
tion we now have under way, and the production 
involved if the target is raised 50 per cent. 


If Mr. Truman’s goal of 143 wings is adopted, 
this will mean expanding the air force to at 


least 35,000 planes. The Navy’s new objective, — 


according to The New York Times, is 10,000 
planes, 

Congress must ask what strategic considera- 
tions and what change in the world situation 
since last October justify a peacetime air 
strength of 45,000 planes or more to balance 
a Soviet strength currently placed at 20,000. 


This is the real issue of Mr. Truman’s 1953 
budget. Out of the 85 billion dollars of expendi- 
tures which he proposes, more than 75 billion 
are accounted for by fixed charges—veterans’ 
expenditures and interest on the public debt— 
and by the military program. Clearly, if there 
is to be any significant economy—in other words, 
if there is to be any significant reduction of a 
proposed 14 billion dollar deficit which would 
be a major engine of inflation—it must come out 
of the military program. Congress is obligated 
to determine whether such economy is possible. 
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Rough Job for Newbold Morris 


Attorney General McGrath has appointed 
Newbold Morris to investigate corruption in gov- 
ernment, and the public will have to wait to see 
whether Mr. Morris also investigates the record 
of Attorney Gencral McGrath. 


Mr. Morris comes from a family with a long 
record of public service in this country, and has 
proved himself to be most independent in poli- 
tics. Nominally a Republican, he served as New 
York City council president under the late 
Mayor LaGuardia, fought Tammany Hall but 
bolted the Republicans to support Rudolph. Hal- 
ley, the Kefauver committee’s counsel, for city 
council president. 

Thus Mr. Morris has become associated with 
reform movements, and is beholden to nobody 
politically. Yet he accepted his new assignment 
from Attorney General McGrath. He says he will 
work out of the Justice Department, which itself 
has become a subject for inquiry, and while he 
will havea “free hand” in choosing his staff, he 
also will try to use existing agencies as far as 
possible. 

All of these conditions might serve to limit 
Morris in his investigative function. Under Mr. 
McGrath, the Justice Department came into 
question in the income tax evasion cases. Under 
Mr. McGrath, the new investigator will be called 
upon to investigate the McGrath record and the 
McGrath department. 


Newbold Morris faces a difficult assignment. 
The conditions that make it difficult are no re- 
flection upon him, but his appointment would 
justify more confidence if the conditions did not 
exist. For a man has enough to do in cleaning 
out dirt without having to use an old mop, or 
without having to try to clean up the mop too. 
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Yielding to the Bricklayers 
The Board of Aldermen has knuckled under 
the pressure of a politically powerful special in- 
terest—the AFL Bricklayers’ Union. Passage of 
“an ordinance requiring masonry construction for 
school buildings with more than 10,000 square 
feet of floor space makes this abundantly clear.

School Board and eliminate its freedom of’ 


choice. Moreover, since a considerable body of 
expert opinion holds that the lightweight con- 
struction is cheaper, the School Board may not 
be able to stretch its funds to cover every project 
promised the people. The losers, of course, are 
the school children. 

Responsibility for passage of the ordinance 
should go to Alderman Alfred I. Harris; but 
Matt O'Neill, committeeman in Mr. Harris’ 
strongly-Democratic Twenty-second Ward, ought 
not be overlooked. He is a business agent of the 
bricklayers. 

The Harris-O’Neill ordinance now goes to 
Mayor Darst, who can serve the community well 
by seeking all the advice he‘can get. For the es- 
sential question he is called upon to decide is 
whether the lighter construction is safe and free 
frora fire hazards. ; 

The School Board thinks it is and the Alder- 
men themselves thought so last October when,

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Time for a Final Decision 
A clear decision on tne establishment of a 


four-year state medical school remains one of 
the most serious items on the Legislature's list 


its location was to be left to the curators of the 
University of Missouri. 

As we pointed out more recently, this situa- 
tion was complicated by a 53-40 House vote in 
favor of having the last two years at Kansas 
City. The vote fell short of the required ma- 
jority, so it is time now to get this complicating 
“compromise” out of the picture. 

Even professional advocates of a medical 
school in Kansas City do not want a “split” 
course. That would be going directly against 
progress in medical education. Developments in 
clinical medicine are now more .closely based 
than ever before on the fundamental sciences. 
That is why all classes, clinical as well as scien- 
tific, should be conducted in one place, and in 
close proximity to all university science depart- 
ments. That, of course, méans Columbia. 

Powell B. McHaney, president of the. state 
university's curators, has called the Legislature's 
attention to other disadvantages of the “split” 
plan. Mest cogently, he points out that it would 
be very expensive because of duplication in fac- 
ulty, administrative staff, student facilities and 
the like. 

In the end, the decision ought to be based on 
what is best for the people of Missouri. And 
that makes Columbia the well nigh inevitable 
choice. A medical school there would not only 
be a better school, but it would be éasier on 
the taxpayer. It would provide rural Missouri 
with badly needed hospital facilities, and it 
would be a step toward correcting the grave 
shortage of doctors outside the big cities. 


But to bring these benefits to the state, the 
legislators must make up their minds once and 
for all. And they ought to do it soon.

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On Which Side, Mr. Celler? 

Where does Representative Emanuel Celler 
stand on the movement for a 25 per cent ceiling 
on income taxes? The name of this New York 
Congressman who heads the House Judiciary 
Committee is being used by the promoters of 
the movement, and he owes the country an ex- 
planation. . 

The Post-Dispatch has editorially pointed out 
the dangers of the 25 per cent tax ceiling plan, 
which would in effect transfer a large share of 
the federal tax burden from those best able to 
pay to those less able to pay. In our Jan. 6 
issue Peter Wyden of the Post-Dispatch staff 
traced the story of the back-door movement to 
put the plan across through the state legislatures. 
One of the promoters is Dan Casey, vice-presi- 
dent and secretary of the American Taxpayers 
Association. 

In spreading his propaganda, Casey uses a 
letter signed by Representative Celler, pointing 
out that in 1938 Mr. Celler introduced a resolu- 
tion in Congress calling for the 25 per cent ceil- 
ing. The Post-Dispatch queried Mr. Celler. He 
replied that he had introduced the resolution by 
request, but that this did not mean he approved 
of it. He added: 

Many things have happened since 1938. 
Our country has been involved in a cata- 
clysmic war, to mention one event. I would 
not today offer such a resolution even by re- 
quest. In the light of world conditions, I feel 
such a resolution would be quite inappropri- 
ate today. 
Thus Mr. Celler appears to be against the 25 

per cent ceiling plan. Or is he? 

Our doubt arises from the fact that the Ameri- 
can Taxpayers Association is currently using 
Mr. Celler’s letter (undated) as a part of its 
propaganda. In the letter, evidently written 
some time between 1944 and 1949, Mr. Celler 
tells how it was his “pleasure” to launch the 
campaign for a tax ceiling in 1938. He reports 
what “remarkable progress” has been achieved 
since that time. He recounts with unfeigned ad- 
miration other alleged achievements of the 
American Tax Association and “my good friend 
Dan Casey.” 

Anybody reading this letter would be entirely 
justified in assuming that this important mem- 
ber of Congress, chairman of one of the most 
important committees of the House, was a hearty 
supporter of Casey’s tax ceiling scheme. 

Anybody reading Mr. Celler’s response to the 
Post-Dispatch would assume that he is a stern 
opponent of same. 

We think it is up to Mr. Celler to tell just 
where he does stand. If he backs the ceiling 
plan—the millionaires’ tax relief plan—let him 
say so. If he opposes it, let him inform Casey 
publicly to that effect, and stop the use of his 
name in the promotion campaign.

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Civic Demonstration in Peoria 

Those members in past sessions of the Illinois 
Legislature who held up for years passage of the 
city manager enabling bill got a resounding 
rebuke in Peoria. The second largest city in 
Illinois has adopted the city manager plan of 
municipal government and it has done so by the 
overwhelming ratio of more than 2 to 1. 

The actual turnout at the polls was some 
23,000, not only large for a special election, but 
a virtual civic demonstration in view of the fact, 
that the voting was held in the teeth of blizzard- 
like weather. The reform carried in nine of 
the 11 wards. 

As a consequence, in 1953 Peoria will replace 
its 22-member Board of Aldermen with a non- 
partisan eight-member council and Mayor. The 
new city government will then choose a profes- 
sional city manager who will devote full time to 
municipal administration. If Peoria’s experience 
follows that in the vast majority of other city 
manager communities, its taxpayers stand to 
gain in services for wnich they will pay rela- 
tively less. The enthusiastic support the citizens 
of Peoria gave the proposition augurs for its 
success. 

Undoubtedly hard-pressed downstate Illinois 
cities and towns now will begin to ¢urn to the 
city manager plan, which Gov. Stevenson recom- 
mended to the Legislature just a year ago. What

More Time for TV Than School 


From The Christian Science Monitor 


A recent survey made in the Cincinnati 
schools turned up the melancholy fact that 
the children polled spent more time in 
watching television each week than in 
going to school. 

The professor who conducted the surf- 
vey reports that no appreciable difference 
was found between the achievement of 
children who had tel on sets in their 
homes and those who did not. 

In view of the fact that hosts of children 
spend hours viewing TV in other chil- 
dren’s homes, this may not have much 
significance. Nor should the relative stand- 
ing in school work be the sole test of the 
effect of TV on the individual child. 

What is more important is whether such 
excessive passivity in entertainment—and, 
for the most part, mediocre entertainment 


—is duljing the edge of the child’s natural 
appetite to do things for himself. For it 
relieves him even of the imaginative ef- 
fort required to read a Wild West story. 

Such a loss would not necessarily show 
up in the sort of conducted in 
Cincinnati, though it might contribute to a 
lessening of the child’s initiative later. 

The proper sort of television program 
can act as a spur to the child’s imagination, 
curiosity, and fruitful interest in the world 
around him, enriching his play, his read- 
ing, his school work. But there is precious 
little of that sort of program coming over 
the channels at present. 

Adult Americans who have been waking 
up in recent years to the dire needs of the 
public school evidently need to awake to 
the full seriousness of the challenge from 
the school’s greatest competitor today.

KIRSTEN FLAGSTAD 
IN FINAL ROLE AS 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2 (UP)—So- 
prano Kirsten Flagstad ended her 
Carnegie Hall concert last night 
with the announcement that it 
was her last recital in New York.

Miss Flagstad made her debut 
at the Metropolitan in 1935.

Her hus- 
band, the late Henry Johansen, 
was accused of collaborating with 
the Germans during the war but 
died before he could be brought 
to trial. 

On her return to the United 
States in 1947 Miss Flagstad was 
subjected to severe criticism.

The 
decoration is the Grand Cross 
of the German Service order.

‘66 Q.HRISTENDOM no

The Rev. Mr. Friedrich said he 
finally disposed of his silk hat 
when he was pastor of Immanuel 
Lutheran Church, St. Charles, at 
the turn of the century. He gave

PROPOSED BY TRUEBLOOD 

TO PROVIDE MANPOWER 

N “anti-retirement league” 
Ae a practical solution of 
‘ the manpower shortage in 
Protestant churches, is pro- 
posed by Elton Trueblood, 
Quaker author and lecturer, 
professor at Earlham College, 
Richmond, Ind. 

Prof, Trueblood’s proposal is 
commended in the January is- 
sue of “Crusader,” journal of 
the American (northern) Bap- 
tist Convention: 

“He deplores the present 
wasteful pattern in American 
life that requires men after re- 
tirement from business or in- 
dustry to occupy the remain- 
der of their lives in idleness 
or the vain pursuit of happi- 
ness by means of entertain- 
ment. 

“Many churches require so 
much of their pastors by way 
of business management that 
they have little time or energy 
left for their prophetic tasks. 
The way out, Prof. Trueblood 
says, is to find others who are 
glad to volunteer their services 
and thus engage in a produc- 
tive lay ministry. Men who 
have retired from commercial 
pursuits would be useful in the 
business management of 
churches.”

How to Prevent Acne

CNE is not hopeless. Medical attention can improve all 
A cases of acne, no matter how severe. It can completely 

cure over half. 

Those who have had acne for six months or less show 
the most rapid improvement. ‘The severest cases are not 
necessarily the hardest to treat. Some people with severe 
acne have a rapid clearing of their skins under proper medical 
treatment. 

You can help prevent acne by certain general measures 
which also help to cure it. These are in addition to the 
proper soap and the skin ointment, which must be prescribed 
by your doctor.

RESTING YOUR FACE in your hand increases the 
likelihood of acne occurring. This comes from your hand’s 
warmth increasing the oily secretion as well as further 
irritating acne already present. Thus, hands should be kept 
away from your face. Contact with grease and oil may help 
to cause acne. When your job involves using greasy materials 
thorough but gentle washing will help prevent acne. 

Emotional tension increases acne’s severity. A sort of 
vicious circle occurs because the disfigurement from acne 
itself causes emotional tension. Perhaps it might help ado- 
lescents to learn that people in their twenties and thirties 
also have acne. It will clear up by following these general 
suggestions, plus medical treatment. ad 

Shaving is certainly an irritating task in the presence 
of acne. Changing from ordinary to electric razors lessens 
this irritation and promotes a more rapid improvement in 
the acne,

SCRUBBING THE FACE when washing morning and 
| night is not desirable. Scrubbing irritates the already present 
blemishes. It tends to increase oily secretion to form others. 

Perhaps the best way to wash your face is by moistening 
it with water as hot as you can stand. Then warm soap 
lather is gently applied with a soft cloth and left on for 
| one-half to one minute. Wash this lather off with hot water. 
After another such gentle lathering, cold water is used to 
prevent overproduction of oil. 

Acne can arise from not cleaning the skin properly. 
Overcleaning by the use of a complexion brush also increases 
the oily secretion and thus starts acne. Greasy cosmetics, 
such as oily hair dressings, can promote acne’s occurrence.

Fis It Yourself

Home Insulation. 
NOW will take a long time in 
melting off the roof of a house 
that is well insulated if the 
outside temperature is low. 

On the other hand, if the house 
is poorly insulated or not insulat- 
ed at all the snow will melt off 
rapidly regardless of the outside 
temperature. 

You don’t have to be a heating 
engineer to figure that it must 
take a good deal of fuel and 
money to melt all that snow. If 
your home is insulated and the 
snow still melts rapidly, check to 
be sure that the attic door is 


closed. If it’s open it will be al- 
lowing a lot of warm air to be 
wasted. 

Another spot to watch for fast 
melting is around the foundations 
of homes with radiant floor heat- 
ing. If the snow melts away for 
several feet around the house 
then you are loosing a good deal 
of heat through the edges of the 
floor slab. 

Taking care of this heat loss is 
a good deal more complicated 
than insulating an attic but it 
can be done with sheets of rigid 
insulating board or insulated con- 
crete.

They 
don’t seem to get into each others’ 
hair the way girls do. They may 
even let younger children tag 
along. But three or more girls, 
especially around the age of 6, 
often play very badly together 
—pulling hair, scratching, cheat- 
ing and excluding.

IT HAS BEEN our experience 
that many children of this age 
play best, if un with 
only one child at a time. “Two 
is company, three is a crowd.” 
Certain chfidren in a neighbor- 
hood are always the sought-after 
second. Others, because they 
have no skill at getting on with 
their contemporaries, are never 
spontaneously chosen. 

The mother of such a child, 
with the co-operation of other 
mothers, will need to arrange 
playmates for her child, who may 
otherwise (because nobody will 
play with her) become a neigh- 
borhood menace, blundering 
around and trying by terroristic 
means to force the other children 
to let her play with them. 


Other mothers in the neigh- 
borhood need to be careful not 
to blame such a child, who is in 
all probability, in her own un- 
successful way, doing her best 
to be included and to get the 
other children to accept her. 
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SUCCESSFUL teachers have 
often found that the “bad boy” 
(or girl) in the classroom no 
longer gives trouble and often 
gives much help if he is pro- 
vided with “important” tasks to 
do. Since a “bad” child’s mother 
often is powerless to solve her 
problem unaided, other mothers 
in the neighborhood might get 
together and plan how it could 
be arranged that this difficult 
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of small affairs. And because we 
are bewildered ourselves we 
spread bewilderment and hurt to

and tender to,the other's preju- 
dice, whatever that may be. ... 
It really pays in the long run. 

We cannot change the world 
but we can change our small sec- 
tion of it into a better one by 
simple friendliness and gentle 
understanding.

But it does 
work. Just try and see.

Soy cakes are made in the

There is a good deal of oil in 
soybeans, and this can be pressed 
out.
